One of the most moving pas- 
sages in the Bible is Luke 16:19- 
31, where Jesus tells us of the 
rich man who died, and was bur- 
ied, “and in Hell he lift up his 
eyes, being in torments.” If we 
believe the Bible, we must take 
this account at face value. Jesus 
.did not call it a parable. He gives 
the name of Lazarus, who lay at 
the rich man’s gate full of sores. 
Lazarus was a real person and 
the story is not fiction. The rich 
man was a real person. Doubtless, 
Jesus would have given his name 
too, but for the loved ones or 
friends of the rich man who would 
be grieved or embarrassed. This 
account is a true story of what 
happened. to two men, .one who 
went to Heaven and the other who 
went to Hell. 

Many say they do not like 
deathbed stories, but such men 
will have one of their own some 
of these days. It is foolish not to 
face the fact of death, and the 
eternal certainties that are beyond 
death for the saved and the lost. 
Preachers should preach like Je- 


sus about a Paradise where the | 


saved are comforted and con- 
sciously happy, and about a Hell 
where the unrepentant are “tor- 
mented in this flame,” as the rich 
man said that he was, 


Those who would be Christians 
must believe, as Christ did, in a 
literal Hell of eternal, conscious 
torment for those who do not re- 
pent of their sins and seek salva- 
tion. No argument against a lit- 
eral and eternal Hell of torment 
can weigh against the plain state- 
ment of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Those who do not believe what 
Christ said should certainly not 
call themselves Christians, nor 
pretend to believe the Bible. And 
those who would’ win souls must 
carry in the background of their 
minds this fundamental fact that 
men without Christ are lost, Hell- 
deserving and Hell-bound, and will 
lift up their eyes in Hell, torment- 
ed in flame, if they are not led 
to repent, to turn and trust Christ 
before they, like the rich man, die 
unsaved. 2

Observations on the 
Holiness Movement 


Since turning aside from the 
perfectionist societies, I have often 
been asked if I find as high a 
standard maintained among Chris- 
tians generally who do not pro- 
fess to have the “second blessing”’ 
as I have seen among those who 
do. My answer is that after care- 
fully, and I trust without preju- 
dice, considering both, I have 
found a far higher standard main- 
tained by believers who intelligent- 
ly reject the eradication theory 
than among those who accept it. 


Quiet, unassuming Christians, 
who know their Bibles and their 
own hearts too well to permit 
their lips to talk of sinlessness and 
perfection in the flesh, neverthe- 
less are characterized by intense 
devotion to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
love for the Word of God, and holi- 
ness of life and walk. But these 
blessed fruits spring, not from 
self-occupation, but from occupa- 
tion with Christ in the power of 
the Holy Spirit. 

The great professing body who 
are scarcely clear or pronounced 
as to anything, I do not here take 
into account. I refer rather to 
those among the various denomi- 
nations, and those outside of all 
such companies, who confess 
Christ boldly and seek to be a 
testimony for Him in the world. 
Compared with these, I repeat, a 
far lower standard of Christian 
living is found among the so- 
called holiness people. 


Spiritual Pride Leads to 
Other Sins 


The reasons are not far to seek; 
for in the first place the profession 
of holiness induces a subtle spirit- 
ual pride that is often the veriest 
pharisaism, and frequently leads 
to the most manifest self-confi- 
dence. And secondly, the next 
thing to saying I live without sin, 


‘is to say that nothing that I do 
lis sin, Consequently, the teaching 


of holiness in the flesh tends to 
harden the conscience and to cause 
the one who professes it to lower 
the standard to his own poor ex- 


| perience.. Any who move much 


ponone those in this profession will 
rsoon begin to realize how. greatly 
prevalent are the conditions I have 
described. 


Holiness professors are frequent- 
ly cutting, censorious, uncharitable 
and harsh in their judgment of 
others. Exaggerations, amounting 
to downright dishonesty, are un- 
consciously encouraged by and 
often indulged in in their “testi- 
mony” meetings. The rank and file 
are no freer from vulgarisms, 
slangy expressions, and levity in

Why Did God Command 


Whole Cities Killed?

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The Wholesale Slaughter of the Canaanites 
by God’s Command 


There are few things in the Bi- 
ble over which more intelligent 
readers have stumbled, and over 
which infidels have more frequent- 
ly gloated and gloried, than God's 
command that certain people 
should be .utterly exterminated, 
sparing neither sex nor age. Men, 
women and children were to be 
slain. 

Thus, for example, we read in 
Deuteronomy 20:16, 17 this com- 
mand of God to the people of Is- 
rael: “But of the cities of these 
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people, which the Lord thy God 
doth give thee for an inheritance, 
thou shalt save aliwwe nothing that 
breatheth, but thou shalt utterly 
destroy them; namely, the Hit- 
tites, and the Amorites, the Ca- 
naanites, and the Perizzites, the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites; as Je- 
hovah thy God hath commanded 
thee” (A. S. V.). 

In regard to other cities, it was 
commanded that if they sued for 
peace, peace was to be granted and 
all the inhabitants spared, but if 
they made war, the adult males 
were to be slain but the women 
and children were to be spared 
(Deut. 20:10-15). These were the 
cities that were far away, but the 
inhabitants of the cities of the 
lands that the Israelites them- 
selves were to inhabit were to be 
utterly exterminated. 

We are asked: “How can we 
reconcile any such — appallingly 
harsh commands as these with the 
doctrine so plainly taught in the 
New Testament that ‘God is 
love’?”’ It is said that these com- 
mands can certainly not have been 
from God, and that the Old Testa- 
ment is certainly wrong when it 
says that they were from God. 
What shall we say in reply to 
this? , 

1. First of all, let us say. that 

it is certainly appalling that any 

people should be utterly put to

Man shows bestiality and per- 
version. He violates all natural 
affection. He wars against his own 
well-being. His conduct destroys 
his own happiness. These are facts 
any candid observer must deal 
with as he contemplates the hu- 
man race. Wise men have racked 
their brains and produced all sorts 
of explanations. Theories without 
number have been expounded. But 
divine revelation alone gives the 
answer. The Bible tells. what 
plagues our race. Here it is in 
the words of our text: “Where- 
fore, as by one man sin entered 
into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all 
men, for that all have sinned” 
(Rom. 5:12). 


1, Sin Entered 


The Bible shows us where tha 
trouble began. “Sin entered inta 
the world.” We ought to face this. 
Here is a statement of fact. Tha 
Bible does not take up our tima 
with finespun theories. It is the 
most practical Book in the world. 
Right here is an example. It is 
more important for us to know 
that sin entered the world than 
it is for us to speculate about 
where sin came from. People of- 
ten forget that. 


A preacher in India was holding 
a gospel service in the open air. 
His sermon was interrupted by 
a proud Brahmin who asked, 
“Where did sin come from?” The 
question was answered in ortiental 
style by means of a parable. The 
preacher said, “A farmer had a 
field of corn. He had great hopes 
of a bountiful crop. One day, how- 
ever, when he looked toward his 
field of corn, he saw an ox de- 
stroying it. Instead of getting the 
ox out of the corn, the farmer 
sat down and began to say to 
himself, ‘I would surely like to 
know how that ox got into my 
corn field. I am sure I built a 
good fence. It certainly is strange. 
How did he get into my corn? I 
must find the right answer to this 
mysterious matter.’ 

“Meanwhile the ox continued to 
destroy the corn. The farmer’s 
wife came out of the house. She 
saw the ox and shouted to her 
husband to run down and drive the 
ox out. The man answered, ‘Be 
quiet, woman. I will do nothing 
with the animal until I determine 
how he got into the corn.’ ”

It was this editor’s privilege to 
study Shakespeare under the great 
Browning and Shakespeare scho- 
lar, Dr. A. J. Armstrong, in Baylor 
University.

Dr. Bob Jones, 
Jr., some way symbolized all the 
craft and thrift and yet the sor- 
rows and oppressions of the death- 
less Jewish race. The staging, the 
costuming, the precision of man- 
agement, the faultless discipline 
and mastery of parts would have 
done credit to the Metropolitan 
Opera in New York. Yet all the 
parts were taken by students and 
faculty and staff members. None 
of them will go onto the stage as 
a profession, but all of them have 
learned a-delight jp classic litera- 
ture, a boldness in dealing with 
the public and platform mastery 
which most Christian workers nev- 
er have the chance to attain. 
Meantime, to thousands of stu- 
dents and their parents and 
friends, Shakespeare became a 
fascinating, cultural realm. They 
learned more understanding and 
appreciation of Shakespeare in one 
evening than a year of college 
classes would give. 

The cultural emphasis is the 
highest at Bob Jones University of 
any place I know. In other uni- 
versities a small group of “long 
hair’ students is interested in the 
fine arts. Here the whole student 
body attends the recitals; lessons 
in speech and music are given 
without extra charge. Most of the 
students will go into full-time 
Christian work. Here the million 
and a half dollar biblical museum 
and art gallery are superior to 
anything offered by any univer- 
sity I know. It is not surprising 
that at Bob Jones University stu- 
dents learn table manners, young 
men wear coats and ties. It is not 
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surprising that three of the four 
first male graduates have turned 
out to be college and university 
presidents and their graduates oft- 
en seem to feel that they can tac- 
kle anything necessary. So Mrs. 
Stenholm can ,set up the great- 
est movie studios outside of Hol- 
lywood, build her own machines, 
and win nationwide awards and 
represent the United States in film 
festivals in Europe. Jim Ryerson 
can sing Mephistopheles in Faust, 
Dwight Gustafson can write and 
direct his own tremendous Chris- 
tian opera of persecuted and hunt- 
ed Christians behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, Let us rejoice in the Chris- 
tian leadership training at Bob 
Jones University.

Is Capital Punishment 
Effective? 


We hear much these days about 
capital punishment pro and con. 
The Caryl Chessman case accentu- 
ated the interest in this particular 
matter and it has been both sur- 
prising and shocking to hear and 
read some of the pious pronounce- 
ments made by evangelicals re- 
garding the issue. 


However, in Ohio the other day, 
Ohio’s prosecuting attorneys went 
on record as favoring capital pun- 
ishment. Prosecutor Earl W. Alli- 
son of Franklin County, director of 
the Ohio Prosecuting Attorneys 
Association, acted as spokesman 
for his association’s executive 
committee at Columbus, the state 
capitol. Said he: 


“Committee members stated 
that experience based on factual 
instances has led them to be- 
-lieve that the threat of the 
electric chair often deters pro- 
fessional criminals from taking 
the lives of the innocent public 
in the commission of crimes. 

» “The committee also conclud- 
ed that the absolute _ prohibi- 
tion maintained by the death 
penalty against taking the life

of another person wrongfully in 
cold blood with premeditation 
has a deterrent effect upon the 
minds of young people.” 


Continuing with the prepared 
statement which his executive 
committee had approved, Allison 
said: 


“Deletion of the death penal- 
ty would simplify first, degree 
murder trials and make easier 
the work of prosecuting attor- 
neys. But in opinion of the com- 
mittee, sound law enforcement 
crime prevention dictates that 
capital punishment should be re- 
tained.” 

J. Edgar Hoover says the same! 


Our FBI director calls the death 
penalty an imperative deterrent to 
Such “atrocious crimes” as mur- 
der and treason. Writing in the 
monthly Bureau bulletin, the 
blunt-spoken law enforcement 
chief cited the cases of atom spy 
Rosenberg and plane bomber Jack 
Graham as illustrations of crimes 
deserving and demanding the 
death penalty. 

Pleading with his fellow Ameri- 
cans to seriously think about the 
consequences of abolishing capital 
punishment, Hoover warned: 


“To abolish the death penalty 
would absolve other Rosenbergs 
and Grahams from fear of the 
consequences for committing 
atrocious Crimes.” 


Mr. Hoover also made the fol- 
lowing observation: 


“As a representative of law 
enforcemenf, it is my belief that 
a great many of the most vocif- 
erous cries for abolition of capi- 
tal punishment emanate’ from 
those areas of our society which 
have been insulated against the 
horrors man can and does per- 
petrate against his fellow be- 
ings.” 


In other words, those opposing 
capital punishment are = ignora- 
mouses—at least in this particular 
matter. 

Let all the sentimental sob-sis- 
ters advocating the abolishment 
of the death penalty ponder well 
these points from the pen of the 
man who is in more of a position 
to know the truth of the situation 
than any other living individual! 

And speaking of the sentimen- 
talists .... 

A Hollywood movie, “J Want to 
Live,’ starring the Academy 
award winning actress, Susan 
Hayward, has done more than any 
other single thing aside from the 
Chessman case to stir up public 
opinion against capital punish- 
ment. The “message” film’s most 
potent punch is in the presenta- 
tion of Barbara Graham (who died 
in the San Quentin gas chamber) 
as an “innocent” victim of circum- 
stances, not really guilty. 

However, for the record, note 
the following TRUTH: Mrs. Gra- 
ham was guilty as charged by the 
court and CONFESSED her guilt 
to the San Quentin warden, Har- 
ley O. Teets, before her execution. 
The source for that fact is the 
man who prosecuted Mrs. Graham 
(and Mr. Chessman), Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney J. Miller Leavy of 
Los Angeles. Mr. Leavy said War- 
den Teets, who called his secret 
“a great burden he had been car- 
rying around,’ made his state- 
ment to District Attorney William 


Associate Warden Louis Nelson of 
San Quentin. Weissich confirmed 
the accuracy of the statement aft- 
er Leavy made the charge before 
a California Senate committee 
studying a “capital punishment” 
bill. 


Remember what God has de- 
clared: ‘‘Whoso sheddeth man’s 
blood, by man shall his bleod be 
shed: 
made he man” (Gen. 9:6).

the sword, not only the men of 
war, but the old men and old 
women as well, and the young 
women and the children. 

But there is 


Something Even More Appalling 


than this, when one stops to think 
about the matter, and that is that 
the iniquity of any people should 
have become so full, their rebe]- 
lion against God so strong and so 
universal, their moral corruption 
and debasement so utter and so 
pervasive, even down to babes just 
born, as to make such treatment 
absolutely necessary in the inter- 
ests of humanity. But this was 
precisely the case with the nations 
in question. Not from the Bible 
alone do we learn how unfathom- 
able were the depths of moral 
pollution to which these nations 
had sunken. They had become a 
moral cancer threatening the very 
life of the whole human race. That 
cancer must be cut out in every 
fibre if the body was to be saved. 
Cutting out a cancer is a dread- 
ful operation, an operation from 
which any kind-hearted surgeon 
must shrink, but oftentimes the 
cutting out of the cancer is the 
kindest thing the surgeon can do 
under existing circumstances, and 


The Kindest Thing That God 
Could Do 


for the human race was to cut 
out this cancer in every root and 
every fibre. 

2. Let us say, in the second 
place, that God certainly has a 
right to visit judgment upon indi- 
viduals and upon nations sunk in 
sin. 

The only wonder is, when one 
stops to think of it, that He is 
so long-suffering, and that He does 
not visit judgment upon individ- 
uals and upon nations sooner. 
When one really comes to under- 
stand His holiness on the one 
hand, and what are the depths of 
covetousness, greed, lust and sin, 
vileness, lawlessness and contempt 
for God to which certain cities 
even today have sunken, and how 
young the children go astray into 
unmentionable vileness, one some- 
times almost wonders why He does 
not blot them out as He command- 
ed the Israelites to do with the 
Canaanites of old! The command 
to exterminate the Canaanites 
was a command big with mercy 
and love. It was mercy and love, 
first of all, to the Israelites. Un- 
less the Canaanites were extermi- 
nated, they would themselves be 
exterminated. In point of- fact, 
they were contaminated for the 
very reason that they did not car- 
ry out God’s stern decree to its 
fullest extent. They stopped short 
of what God commanded them to 
do, and 


Stopped Short to Their Own 
Lasting Loss, 

But what about the women— 
might not they be spared? 

The answer is very plain. The 
women were the prime source of 
contamination (Num, 31:15, 16). 
Though true women. are nobler 
than true men, depraved women 
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What Plagues Our Race? 
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of the parable, and began to 
ehuckle, at the expense of the 
Brahmin. Then the preacher said 
to him, “You are like that farmer. 
The ox is in the corn. That is, 
Bin is in your heart. But instead 
of getting the sin out, you are 
satisfied to ask how it entered. 
Accept some good advice. Get rid 
of your sin. Afterward you will 
have time to ask how sin entered 
the world.” 


No man living is threatened 
with any issue more urgent than 
the sin problem. It is the most 
vital question that faces every 
human being. We need to think 
straight about sin. And the only 
way to think straight is to know 
what God says about sin. Men’s 
Opinions are only chaff here. Man 
knows neither the source of the 
problem nor its seriousness nor 
its solution. Hence divine revela- 
tion. Shut up, proud sinner, en- 
chanted with the sound of your 
own voice. Your own life is blight- 
ed. Your very thinking is twisted. 
Sin in you is at work. You are 
undone by the very sin you ignor- 
antly talk about. Be quiet for 
once. Listen to God. 


Men must have help to deal 
with sin. All human history 
testifies that man is not sufficient 
to straighten out the mess he 
has made. We need to do less 
talking and more listening to God. 
Why does fallen man insist on 
filling the world with his foolish 
talk? Silence is a becoming garb 
for a guilty sinner. We could learn 
a lesson from Calvin Coolidge. One 
Sunday when the then President 
returned from church, Mrs. 
Coolidge, who had remained at 
home, asked him: 


“Was the sermon good?” 


“Yes,” he replied. 
“What was it about?” 
“Sin.” 


“What did the minister say?” 
“He was against it.” 


Coolidge used few words. But 
they were to the point. Sin entered 
the world. It is here. It is deadly. 
We ought to be against it. 


2. Sin Spread 


No plague ever spread so wide- 
ly. No other curse has so complete- 
ly engulfed the human family. Our 
text says, “All have sinned.” A 
tiny drop of sin entered the world. 
The drop became a stream, the 
stream a river, the river a flood. 
That flood engulfed the whole 


world. Inexorably sin seized each 
new victim, Not a soul escaped its 
infection. Men toppled before it 
like a line of dominoes, stood on 
end, fall one against another. 
What a chain of destruction it 
forged! 

Now notice! The Bible says, “All 
have sinned.” Then every man has 
sinned. Each human being has 
sinned. This means sin is a per- 
sonal problem. It is one thing to 
say, “Everyone has sinned.” It 
is another to say, “I have sinned.” 
But no man or woman has ever 
moved toward God without say- 
ing that. You will never find God’s 
remedy for sin until you admit 
you are sick. The old prophet put 
the truth plain. He said, “The 
whole head is sick, and the whole 
heart faint. From the sole of the 
foot even unto the head there is 
no soundness in it; but wounds, 
and bruises, and putrifying sores: 
they have not been closed, neither 
bound up, neither mollified with 
ointment” (Isa. 1:5, 6). 


Two little boys picked up their 
older brother’s physiology book. 
They turned the pages, looking at 
the pictures. There were the 
elaborate illustrations of the dif- 
ferent organs of the human body. 
The boys were amazed by all they 
saw. Finally their mother called 
them for lunch. As they put the 
book aside, one of them said to 
the other, “It doesn’t look very 
nice, but it is all down inside 
us.” 


It is that way with sin. “It is 
all down inside us.” And it is 
down inside us all. You are no ex- 
ception. We will never get better 
spiritually until we understand we 
are diseased with sin. 


Robert Browning had a _ thou- 
sand doubts and difficulties about 
Christianity, but he became con- 
vinced of its truth. He recognized 
the sinfulness of man’s heart. 
This is the way he put it: 


“T still do suppose it true, for my 
part

The Bible tells of the time in 
King David’s life when his sin 
found him out. David knew sin in 
a general way. He was quick and 
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vigorous in his condemnation of 
sin in others. This very fact 
brought him to the dust. God’s 
prophet told him a story. It point- 
ed out an act of wretched wrong- 
doing. King David leaped to con- 
demn the offender. “That man is 
worthy of death.” The prophet 
said to David, “Thou art the man.” 
God’s finger had singled him out. 
David was shocked. But he faced 
facts. He confessed his sinfulness. 
He got right with God. No man 
can do less and escape Hell. 


3. Sin Kills 


“Death passed upon all men.”’ 
This is the way our text puts it. 
Science teaches that effects obey 
their causes by irresistible laws. 
Sin is the cause of death. Death 
is the effect of sin. When sin en- 
tered the world, death inevitably 
followed. And the Bible teaches 
that death is separation from God. 


Every human being has sinned. 
Therefore, every human being 
must die. Sin means death. Death 
means separation from God. The 
Prophet Ezekiel says, “The soul 
that sinneth, it shall die” (Ezek. 
18:4). The Apostle Paul says, ““The 
wages of sin is death” (Rom. 
6:23). The Apostle James declares, 
“Sin, when it is finished, bringeth 
forth death” (Jas. 1:15). 

My friend, what about your sin? 
Does it trouble you? It ought to. 
No sane person would lie down to 
sleep with only a heartbeat be- 
tween himself and Hell, Yet that 
is the case of every unsaved per- 
son. He is only a step from the 
darkness of eternal separation 
from God. Remember, this is not 
your neighbor’s problem. This is 
your problem. 

After a railway accident a 
young lady was removed from one 
of the coaches. She told rescuers 
she was not hurt at all. She felt 
no pain. She stood up and started 
to walk. Then she fell back dead. 
Examination revealed that she had 
received a very serious injury. But 
she was utterly unaware of the 
fact. The sin question is too seri- 
ous to be settled by feelings. 
Examine yourself by the Word of 
God. Find out how deeply you 
have been hurt by sin. Don't try 
to go on without help. 


“Sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death passed 
upon all men, for that all have 
sinned.” That is the plague of our 
race. No other explanation squares 
with all the facts. Humanity is a 
horror to itself. Only a_ great, 
grave cause could produce so ter- 
rible an effect. It is a gigantic 
chain reaction. 


On television I observed one of 
the first explosions of the atom 
bomb. I was driving through Illi- 
nois that morning when the radio 
announced that the explosion was 
about to be televised. We turned 
into a roadside place and asked 
the owner if we could watch TV. 
The tense excitement of the mo- 
ment was contagious. We heard 
the final countdown: 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, 
3, 2, 1. The explosion was touched 
off. The picture tube was blurred 
for a few moments. Then we saw 
clearly the mushroom-shaped 
cloud, the trade-mark of atomic 
explosions. A bit later the an- 
nouncer began to describe the de- 
structive effects of the blast. The 
description was chilling, heart- 
numbing. I remained deeply im- 
pressed. And that bomb was a toy 
compared to bombs now being pro- 
duced! Every new bomb guaran- 
tees greater destruction. 


Yet the atom bomb is not the 
reason for the mess the world is 
in. We need to go back farther. 
We must probe deeper. The real 
reason is sin. Its siamese twin is 
death. Sin from a single drop has 
filled the whole world. It has made 
human beings into madmen. From 
the dawn of time to the present 
hour it has made human history a 
bath of blood. And the end is not 
yet. Great God above, when will 
men wake up to truth? 


Old John Newton was a vile, 
wicked man. He lived like the 
most depraved son of Adam. He 
wallowed in sin. He fell so low 
that at one time he found himself 
the slave of a degenerate negro 
woman. But the grace of God 
reached John Newton. It saved 
and transformed him. He after- 
ward wrote: 


“The worst of all diseases 
Is light compared with sin; 
On every part it seizes, 
But rages most within. 
"Tis palsy, plague and 
And madness all combined; 


fever, 


And none but a believer 
The least relief can find.” 


Yes, men must believe. Believe 
what? In whom? In Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God. He alone under- 
stood the full horror of sin. He 
knew it from the beginning. He is 
the “Lamb slain from the founda- 
tion of the world” (Rev. 13:8). 

Out of eternity Christ came, 
knowing the measureless sorrow 
of sin. Man would sell himself in- 
to sin. Some sinless one would 
need to redeem him. In the coun- 
cil chambers of eternity the ques- 
tion was raised: “Whom shall I 
send? Who will go for us?” The 
Son of God answered, “Here am I, 
send Me.” From beyond the stars 
He came to the manger at Beth- 
lehem. He hung as a helpless babe 
at a woman’s breasts. But He had 
come to die. The shadow of a 
cross was on Him all the long way 
to Calvary. There He died. The 
reason? Sin and God’s love. “But 
God commendeth his love toward 
us, in that, while we. were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us” (Rom. 
59:8). “Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed” (I Peter 
2:24). 


Unsaved friend, what will you 
do with your sin? “The wages of 
sin is death; but the gift of God 
is eternal life through Jesus Christ 
our Lord” (Rom, 6:23). If you 
turn from this sermon and forget 
its earnest plea, you will die. God 
will never condone your sin. He 
will never let you get by. You 
cannot play the sin game and win. 


What a tragedy that men are so 
slow to heed wise counsel. The 
terrible yellow fever was once the 
most dreaded disease of the West- 
ern Tropics. Before the dawn of 
the 19th century New Orleans had 
its first recognized outbreak of the 
quick working malady. The di- 
sease was called “yellow jack.” 
The city’s learned European phy- 
Sicians could find neither cause 
nor cure. People died like flies. 
Doctors desperately searched 
brains and books for some remedy. 

In 1801 New Orleans was again 
visited by the yellow jack fever. 
People died faster than they could 
be buried. Bodies decomposing in 
the streets added to the horror. 
Someone told the city physicians 
to consult Syrile Ramiyon, the 
doctor of Honey Isle. Ramiyon was 
considered a quack. The doctors 
scoffed at the idea of consulting 
him. But in desperation they swal- 


lowed their pride and did so. Ra- 
miyon told them that yellow fever 
was caused by the bite of a mos- 
quito which was bred in filth. 
He told them to clean up the 
city and the yellow jack would 
disappear forever. The doctors 
laughed and said “absurd.” They 
refused to follow Ramiyon’s sug- 
gestion. New Orleans fought the 
yellow jack for 99 years without 
success. The disease killed more 
people in the city than all the 
wars in which she has partici- 
pated, 


During the Spanish American 
War an epidemic of yellow jack 
among U. S. soldiers in Cuba 
brought the disease to interna- 
tional attention. American doctors 
knew nothing about the cause or 
cure of this scourge. Someone con- 
sulted a native physician. He said 
he knew no cure but did know the 
cause: bites from mosquitoes bred 
in stagnant waters. The American 
doctors smiled skeptically. Where 
did he get such an idea? The phy- 
sician simply said: “Nearly 100 
years ago Dr. Syrile Ramiyon ad- 
vanced the theory. I have to my 


own satisfaction proved it cor- 
rect.” 
Among those American Army 


doctors was Walter Reed. For lack 
of a better theory he accepted this 
one and proved it true. Now the 
disease is no more. New Orleans 
has not had an epidemic in years. 
Yellow jack gave the old city the 
highest death rate in the United 
States. Today it is among the low- 
est. 

But listen! The whole world to- 
day is scourged by a deadlier 
plague than yellow fever. Two 
thousand years ago God revealed 
the remedy. Since then He has 
sent His messengers throughout 
the world. “Turn ye, turn ye from 
your evil ways; for why will ye 
die?” (Ezek. 33:11). This is the 
message of the Gospel to lost hu- 
manity. 

My friend, don't smile and shrug 
it off. The remedy you néed is a 
Person. Jesus Christ “invites you 
to Himself. He says, “Come unto 
me, all yeethat labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest” (Matt. 11:28). He promises 
that if you will come, He will not 
cast you out. 

John says of Jesus Christ, “If 
we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, 
and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness” (I John 1:9). Turn 
to Him. I plead with you to do it 
before you give your attention to 
another thing.

And as to downright wickedness 
and uncleanness, I regret to have 
to record that sins of a positively 
immoral character are, I fear, far 
more frequently met with in holi- 
ness churches and missions, and 
Salvation Army bands, than the 
outsider would think possible, I 
know whereof I speak; and only 
a desire to save others from the 
bitter disappointments I had to 
meet leads me to write as I do. 


Among Christians generally 
there are failures that shock and 
wound the sensibilities of many, 
occurring from time to. time, 
through a lack of watching unto 


prayer. But surely, among the 
holiness people, such failures, if 
they ever occur, do so at very 
rare intervals! Would that I could 
say so. Alas, it is far otherwise! 
The path of the holiness move- 
ment -(including, of course, the 
Salvation Army) is strewn with 
thousands of such moral and 


spiritual breakdowns. I would not 
dare to try to tell of the scores, 
yea, hundreds, of “‘sanctified” offi- 
cers and soldiers who to my per- 
sonal knowledge were dismissed 
from or left the “Army” in dis- 
grace during my five years’ offi- 
cership. It will be objected that 
such persons had “lost their sanc- 


tification” ere lapsing into these 
evil practices; but of what real 
value is a “sanctification” that 


leaves its possessor not one whit 
more to be relied upon than one 
who lays claim to nothing of the 
sort? 


Many Devoted, Sacrificial, 
Zealous Christians Among 
Holiness Groups 

On the other hand, I gladly con- 
cede that both in the ranks of the 
religious-military society of which 
I was once a member, and in other 
holiness organizations, there are 
many, very many, pious, devoted 
men and women whose Zeal for 
God and self-abnegation are lovely 
to witness, and will surely be re- 
warded in “that day.’ But let no 
one be blinded by this to suppose 
it is the holiness doctrine that has 
made them such. The refutation of 
this is the simple fact that the 
great majority of martyrs, mis- 
sionaries and servants of Christ 
who in all the Christian centuries 
have “loved not their lives unto 
the death,” never dreamed of mak- 
ing-such a claim for themselves, 
but daily owned their sinfulness by 
nature and constant need of the 
advocacy of Christ.

The Emotional Thrill-Seeking 
Among Holiness People Often 
Leads Into Fanaticism 


Superstition and fanaticism of 
the grossest character find a hot- 
bed among “holiness” advocates. 
Witness the present disgusting 
“Tongues Movement,” with all its 
attendant delusions and insanities. 
An unhealthy craving for new and 
thrilling religious sensations, and 
emotional meetings of a most ex- 
citing character, readily account 
for these things. Because settled 
peace is unknown, and final salva- 
tion is supposed to depend on prog- 


ress in the soul, people get to 
depend so much upon “blessings,”’ 
and “new baptisms of the Spirit,” 


as they call these experiences, that 
they readily fall a prey to the 
most absurd delusions. 

In the last few years hundreds 
of holiness meetings all over the 
world have been literally turned 
into pandemoniums where exhibi- 
tions worthy of a madhouse or of 
a collection of howlmg dervishes 
are held night after night. No 
wonder a heavy toll of lunacy and 
infidelity is the frequent result. 


Now I am well aware that many 
hgliness teachers repudiate all 
connection with these fanatics; but 
they do not seem to see that it 
is their doctrines that are the di- 
rect cause of the disgusting fruits 
I have been enumerating. Let a 
full Christ be preached, a finished 
work be proclaimed, the truth of 
the indwelling Spirit be scriptural- 
ly taught, and all these excrescen- 
ces disappear. 


Being Unable to Live What 
They Have Claimed Often 
Leads to Shipwreck of 
the Faith 
Perhaps the saddest thing about 
the movement to whieh I have re- 
ferred isthe long list of ship- 
wrecks concerning the faith to be 
attributed to its unsound instruc- 
tion. Large numbers of persons 
seek “holiness” for years only to 
find they have had the unattain- 
able before them. Others profess 
to have received it, but are forced 
at last to own it was all a mis- 
take. The result is sometimes that 
the mind gives way beneath the 
strain; but more frequently un- 
belief in the inspiration of the 
Scriptures is the logical result. 


It is for persons dangerously 
near these shoals of infidelity and 
darkness that I have penned these 
papers. God’s word remains true. 
He has not promised what He will 
not perform. It is you, dear trou- 
bled one, who have been misled by 
faulty teaching as to the true na- 
ture of sanctification, and the prop- 
er effects of the indwelling Spirit 
of God. Let neither gloomy un- 
beHef nor melancholy disappoint- 
ment hinder your reading the 
chapters that are to follow, and 
then searching the Scriptures daily 
whether these things be so. And 
may God in His rich grace and 
mercy give every self-occupied 
@weader to look away to Christ 
alone, “who, of God is made unto 
us wisdom: even righteousness, 
sanctification, and redemption.”

are more dangerous than depraved 
men. 

But what about the children? 
Might not they be spared? 

Anyone who has had experience 
with the children of the depraved 
knows. how persistently the vices 
bred for generations in the ances- 
tors reappear in the children even 
when they are taken away from 
their evil. surroundings and 
brought up in the most favorable 
environment. By the regenerating 
power of the Gospel it is possible 
to correct all this, but we must 
remember that the case with 
‘which we have to deal was cen- 
‘turies before the Gospel proclama- 
tion. 


Love and mercy for Israel de- 
manded just what God command- 
ed. Love and mercy for the whole 
race demanded it. God’s purpose 
in Israel was not merely to bless 
Israel, Through Israel He planned 
to bless the whole race. He was 
training a people in the seclusion 
of centuries in order that when the 
training was completed they might 
come out of the cloister and carry 
benediction, salvation and life to 
all nations. 


3. Let it be said, in the third 
place, that God’s plans are not 
only beneficent but fast, and 


It Takes Centuries to Work Them 
Out 


and we creatures of a day, in our 
little conceit, look at some little 
fragment of God’s infinite plan 
and presume to judge the whole, 
of which we know little or noth- 
ing. 


It would be well if 
only learn that God. is .infinite 
and we infinitesimal, and so of 
scientific and philosophic necessit¥ 
His judgments are unsearchable 
and His ways past tracing out 
(Rom, 11:33). A child never ap- 
pears a greater fool than when 
criticising a philosopher, and a 
philosopher never appears a great- 
er fool than when criticising God. 


4. Let it be said, in the fourth 
place, that the extermination of 
the Canaanite children was not 
only an act of mercy and love to 
the world at large, it was also 
an act of love and mercy to the 
childrén themselves. 


What awaited these children, if 
they were allowed to live, was 
something vastly worse than 
death. What awaited them in 
death it is impossible to be dog- 
matic about, but unless one ac- 
cepts the wholly unBiblical and 
improbable doctrine of the damna- 
tion of all unbaptized infants we 
need have no fears. Even today 
I could almost wish that all the 
babes born in the slums might be 
slain in infancy, were it not for 
the hope that the church of Christ 
would awake and carry to them 
the. saving Gospel of the Son of 
God. 

> But someone may still say: 
“Yes, I can see it was an act of 
mercy to blot out people so fallen, 
but why was it not done by pestil- 
ence or famine, and not by the 
slaying hand of the Israelites?”’ 

The answer to this question is 
very simple, The Israelites them- 
selves were in training. They were 
constantly falling into sin and they 
needed the solemn lesson that 
would come to them through their 
being made the executioners of 
God’s wrath against the wicked- 
ness and vileness of the Canaan- 
ites. A deep impression of God's 
holiness and hatred of sin would 
thus be produced, They were dis- 
tinctly told before they carried 


we could 


into execution God’s judgment up- 
on the Canaanites that the rea- 
son why they were to utterly de- 
stroy the Canaanhites was “that 
they teach you not to do after 
all their abominations which they 
have done unto their gods” 
(Deut. 20:18). The whole proceed- 
ing is am impressive illustration of 


The Exceeding Hatefulness of 
Sin 


in God’s sight. It says to us that 
Sin persisted in is a thing so griev- 
ous and ruinous as to necessitate 
the utter destruction of the entire 
race, male and female, young and 
old, that persists in it. It is simply 
the lesson that the whole Bible 
teaches, and that all history teach- 
es, written in characters of fire: 
“The wages of sin is death.” 


6. Let it be said, in the next 
place, that those who regard sin 
lightly and who have no adequate 
conception of God's holiness will 
always find insurmountable dif- 
ficulty in this command of God, 
but those who have come to see 
the awfulness of sin and have 
learned to hate it with the inifinite 
hate it deserves, and who have 
caught some glimpses of the in- 
finite holiness of God and have 
been made in soméemeasure par- 
takers of that holiness, will, after 
mature feflection, have no diliffi- 
culty whatever with this com- 
mand. It is consciousness of sin 
in our own hearts and lives that 
makes us rebel against God’s stern 
dealings with sin. 


7. There is one thing more that 
needs to be said. The sneering ob- 
jection is sometimes made by in- 
fidels to the sparing, in certain 
cases, of the women as recorded 
in Deuteronomy 20:10-15, and also 
the sparing of the women in Num- 
bers 31:21-35, 40, that the women 


were to be spared for immoral 
purposes. Thus one writer asks: 
“Am I to understand that God 


approved of taking as tribute in 


spoils of war, a number of virgins 
for a use that is only too obvious?” 
Words of similar import are to be 
found in a number of infidel] 
books, 


Of course, what the questioner 
means to imply is that these wom- 
en were taken for immoral pur- 
poses. This is the use meant which 
is “only too obvious” to the ob- 
jector. But this is not at all ob- 
vious to any pure-minded man 
who reads the actual Scriptural 
account, There is in the Scripture 
account not the slightest intima- 
tion that the virgins were pre- 
served for the use suggested. To 
the man whose own heart is evil 
and impure it will always be ob- 
vious that if women are preserved 
alive and taken as tribute they are 
taken for this purpose, but this 
will not even occur to the pure- 
minded man. 


The whole context of the pas- 
sage in Numbers 31, which is the 
one most frequently cited in this 
connection by unbelievers, is a 
solemn warning against immoral- 
ity of this kind. And so far from 
this being a suggestion that God 
countenances acts of impurity of 
this character, it shows how stern- 
ly God dealt with this impurity. 

In Numbers 25:1-9 we are told 
how the men of Israel did give 
themselves up to impurity with 
the daughters of Moab, but how in 
consequence the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against them, and how 
God visited their impurity with 
the sternest judgment. In the very 
chapter in question every woman 
who had been guilty of impurity 
was Slain (Num. 31:17). And in 
point of actual fact, it is suggest- 
ed, at least by verse 18, that it 
was only the female children who 
could be spared. It was certainly 
an act of mercy on God's part to 
deliever these “women ¢hildren’”’ 
from their evil surroundings and 
hand them over to Israel for train- 


ing where they would be brought 


in contact with a pure religion and 
trained up to become pure wom- 
en. So far, according to the diets. | 
from being handed over to the Is- 
raelites for immoral purposes they 
were entrusted to them for the 
highest purposes.

the eternal existence of the soul. 
The most natural thing in the 
world is to wonder what they are 
doing, these ones we have loved 
and lost awhile. Scores of times 
bereaved souls have come to me 
asking for light from the Word 
of God on what their loved ones 
are doing, whether they are hap- 
py, what they think, and whether 
they know what is going on here 
on earth, 


The saved in Heaven are deeply 
concerned about the race we run 
here on earth. The millions of an- 
gels who are our guardians and 
ministering spirits, come and go 
constantly between earth and 
Heaven, as Jacob saw them in his 
dream. The rejoicing in the pres- 
ence of the angels of God over 
one sinner that repents (Luke 
15:7, 10) is shared by the saints 
of glory. Heaven is concerned 
about soul winning. The love with 
which “God so loved the world,” 
is shared by every redeemed soul 
in Heaven. The concern of Christ, 
the tender compassion of Him 
who poured out His soul unto 
death, the great love of the Sav- 
jour who is the Advocate and 
High Priest of every believer, are 
shared by the saved who are 
spiritually in the likeness of 
Christ. We know, then, that soul 
winning must be the chief concern 
of people in Heaven, 


What People Think About 
in Hell 


In Hell, too, people see things 
as they are; they face eternal 
verities. And that being true, peo- 
ple in Hell are concerned about 
soul winning. 

The rich man in Hell died as he 
had lived, an unrepentant sinner. 
He did not love God when he lived, 
and he did not love God after he 
died. People do not repent in Hell. 
People are not good in Hell. As 
the tree when cut falls in the di- 
rection it leans, so men in Hell 
are still the same kind of men 
that they were when they lived. 
God’s mercy is withdrawn and 
good influences are absent, but the 
wicked, rebellious, sin-loving, 
Christ-rejecting soul of the sin- 
ner is still the same. 


The rich man when he lived 
loved his five brothers. When he 
died he still loved his five broth- 
ers. He evidently led them in sin 
while he lived. Now that he is 
in Hell, he does not want them to 
“come into this place of torment,”’ 
and he knows that unless they re- 
pent they ought to come and must 
come to the same torment and 
doom which had unexpectedly fall- 
en upon him. Men see more clear- 
ly in Hell than they do on earth. 
The rich man when he lived did 
not expect to go to Hell when he 
died, he did not see his own dan- 
ger. But now that he is in Hell, he 
knows why he is there,.and he is 
desperately afraid for his unsaved 
brothers who are not concerned 
about themselves! 


The rich man in Hell had two 
concerns. First, he was concerned 
to know .if there was some way 
to alleviate the awful torment 
brought on by his sin. Second, even 
his own torment could not drown 
the cries of his scourging con- 
science. He felt accountable for 
his brothers, and begged that they 
might be saved. We suppose that 
in Heaven there are two concerns: 
first, the unceasing joy and glory 
of a blessed salvation in the pres- 
ence of Christ and the Father; 
and second, an interest in the sal- 
vation of men on this earth. And 
so in Hell, we suppose there are 
two concerns: first, the awful 
realization and torments of the 
wages of sin; and second, a con- 
cern about those left behind on 
this earth. It becomes clear to the 
prayerful student of this account 
by Jesus in Luke 16:19-31, that 
soul winning is a principal con- 
eern of those in Heaven and those 
in Hell! . 


Brothers! What a Tender Tie! 


It is a part of the goodness and 
wisdom of God that children grow 
up in families. While beasts of the 
field are independent and self- 
sustaining within a few days or a 
few weeks after they are born, 
God planned that children should 
be under the nurture and care of 
parents for many, many years. 
Evolutionists are silly, illogical and 
blind when they say that marriage 


and the family are a product of 
evolution, No, marriage and the 
family are divine institutions! God 
gives time for the love and as- 
sociations of father, mother, 
brothers. and sisters to have their 
impact on character. God gives 
time for the ties between brother 
and sister, father and mother and 


‘the child to grow strong. Those 


tender ties ought never to be 
severed. God meant the influence 
of brother on brother for good. 
We do not wonder that the rich 
man in Hell remembered his five 
brothers! 


God intended that always in 
good or evil we should remember 
our brothers—those of our own 
family. 


The ties of family are very inti- 
mate, very sweet, and very strong 
in lives that are truly Christian. 
The Bible teaches that children 
should honor their fathers and 
mothers, and that children should 
requite or care for their aged 
parents. Among Jews, it was the 
command of God that a man 
should marry his brother’s wife 
and care for his brother’s children. 
Proverbs 17:17 tells us that “a 
brother is born for adversity.” 


God allowed the brother under 
Jewish law to be the avenger of 
blood for his brother, and slay the 
murderer if he could catch him 
before the guilty one reached the 
city of refuge (Num. 35:21). 


What lessons there are for us in 
the brothers of the Bible! The 
best and the worst of a man comes 
out in relation to his brother. 


Cain, the first man ever born, 
in a frenzy of hate and jealousy, 
killed his own brother. Then Cain 
lied to God, and said, “Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” Cain was his 
brother’s keeper. Every man to 
whom God has given a brother is 
his brother’s keeper. Even the 
rich man in Hell realized that! 


.A brother can love or hate his 
brother with a terrible intensity. 
Jacob and Esau were _brothers, 
twin brothers. Esau was born first, 
but Jacob, by trading and trickery, 
got the father’s blessing, though 
God had already chosen to give 
him the birthright, and it would 
have come so much more happily 
without his sin. What God had 
promised to give him, he seized 


by scheming. Hatred flared up in}: 


Esau’s heart .and he swore to kill 
his brother as soon as Isaac, their 
father, died. Jacob ran away to 
the land of Padan-aram to his 
mother’s people, and was there 
for twenty years without a sight 
of his loved ones. It is a touching 
and beautiful story in Genesis, 
chapters 32 and 33, which tell of 
his penitence, his eager efforts 
to please and win the favor of his 
brother, Esau; his all night of 
prayer, wrestling with the angel of 
God, and then of how he and Esau 
met and hugged and kissed each 
other. Jacob said that he had’ seen 
his brother’s face, “as though I 
had seen the face of God.” What 
sadness and bitterness when broth- 
er hates brother! What joy when 
they make reconciliation! What a 
tie is the tie of brotherhood, and 
how great is the influence of a 
brother! 


Who can read the story of Jo- 
seph and his brethren and not 
weep, as Joseph wept when he 
sent everyone else out of the room 
and said to the brothers, who had 
sold him into slavery, “I am Jo- 
seph!” How he yearned over his 
baby brother, Benjamin, and lad- 
ed his banquet plate with five 
times as much as the portion of 
the others! It is God that puts 
it into the heart of brother to love 
brother, 


Memories of Youth, Childhood, 
Brothers 


Abraham said gently but stern- 
ly to the rich man in Hell, “Son, 
remember!” People do remember 
in Hell! I am sure that the rich 
man wished he could forget, but 
memory is part of the haunting 
torment of Hell. The rich man did 
remember, and I am sure that in 
Hell today he sti!l remembers, re- 
members, REMEMBERS! And 
memory could not go back far 
down the line, calling to mind op- 
portunities wasted, sins commit- 
ted, light rejected, gospel messages 
scorned, without coming face to 
face with the fact of his five un- 
saved brothers. Doubtless it was 
true, and doubtless the rich man 
knew it, that the five unsaved 
brothers were impenitent and lost, 
because they followed in his foot- 
steps.

But 
the five brothers are back at their 
father’s home, and from Hell the 
rich man cried that Lazarus should 
be sent to “my father’s house; for 
I have five brethren.” This man in 
Hell was the oldest of six broth- 
ers, and now he faces the tor- 
menting realization that he has 
led his five younger brothers in 
the ways of sin; that probably 
they, like himself, will die im- 
penitent, condemned, and spend 
eternity in Hell. 


In Hell one has plenty of time 
to remember, and the memories 
of childhood are strongest. Doubt- 
less he remembered when each 
baby brother was born. He re- 
membered their childish ways, 
their growing minds and bodies. 
These brothers had worked to- 
gether, played together, and God 
knows that they had sinned to- 
gether! 

This writer has, four brothers, 
one older and three younger than 
himself. Three are now gone to 
Heaven, We had a large family, 
and we five brothers had three 
sisters. I have thanked God many 
times for my brothers and sisters. 
The funniest things I éver knew 
to happen in this world happened 
to us brothers in the home on the 
farm. Many of the tenderest mem- 
ories I have are of those early 
days with my brothers and sisters. 
I do not get to see those left as 
much as I wish I could. My heart 
longs all the time for these who 
are mine by blood. We have the 
same childhood friends. We have 
the same ideals imbibed in the 
same home. We wept around the 
same graves, and our hearts have 
been knit together by bonds that 
ought not to be broken. 

My youngest brother, Bill, is 
preaching the gospel. So did Joe, 
now gone. I do not know, but 
I think it possible, nay, probable, 
that had I not preached the gos- 
pel, they would not have preached. 
An older brother has great in- 
fluence. I well remember when 
I wrote my brother George, when 
I was in Baylor University. I said, 
“Come on down to Baylor, George.

Dear reader, if you have an un- 
saved brother, I beg you by every- 
thing that is holy, that you win 
him while you can. People some- 
times say to me, “Well, Brother 
Rice, you know how it is. A man’s 
own family won’t pay any atten- 
tion to him.” Oh, yes, my brother, 
they will, if he means business. 
That thought is a deception of the 
devil. Brother will listen to a 
brother quicker than he will to 
an outsider. The ties of blood are 
stronger, and brothers. can in- 
fluence their brothers. 


To be sure, we cannot influence 
our brothers if we live in hy- 
pocrisy. Lot could not influence 
his own sons-in-law, but I re- 
mind you, he could not influence 
anybody else, either. Any brother 
who takes Christ as his Saviour, 
and lives a transformed life in the 
power of the Spirit, can have in- 
fluence over his own brothers. 

When Andrew was saved, we are 
told in the Word of God that “he 
first findeth his own brother Si- 
mon, and saith unto him, We have 
fourid the Messias, which is being 
interpreted, the Christ. And he 
brought him to Jesus” (John 1:41, 
42).: Old stubborn-hearted, loud- 
mouthed, blustering Simon Peter 
must have been a pretty hard man 
to influence. He wanted to lead, 
not to be led. He had his own 
opinions, and was quick to express 
them. He was an old cursing fish- 
erman. I have an idea that he was 
older than Andrew,. though the 
Bible does not say. Certainly, he 
was the stronger character of the 
two. But when Andrew came, the 
first thing after he was saved, 
and said, ‘““‘We_have found the Sav- 
iour,” he brought Simon Peter to 
Jesus right away! Oh, brothers, 
you can win your brothers in 
many cases, and I pray as I write 
these words that you will deter- 
mine to do so, by the grace of 
God. 

One Sunday morning, when I 
preached. on this subject, and I 
asked how many in the audience 
had unsaved brothers, I suppose’ 
two-thirds of the congregation 
held up their hands. If Christians 
who read this would win their own 
brothers at any cost, what a re-

Throughout the 
ages of torment in Hell that rich 
man will remember his sin against 
his brothers. If those brothers 
went to Hell, as they may have 
done, can you imagine their meet- 
ing with the brother whose wick- 
edness had led .them to eternal 
torment?

Per- 
haps a brother’s love was turned 
to hate by the ruin which a broth- 
er’s sin had brought. They sinned,

(Acts 16:30), 
the inspired answer of the apostles 
was, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house.” The jailer was to 
believe, but the promise was not 
only for him, it was for his house- 
hold! Even in the very act of sal- 


vation, the jailer was taught he| 


must win his family, he must tell 
them the same story, and teach 
them to trust in Christ, as he him- 
self had trusted Him. And the 
heart rejoices to read further on 
in the same chapter how that fam- 
ily, all saved and all baptized, 
gathered around the table past 
the midnight hour, after Paul and 
Silas had their wounds dressed, 
and ate their belated supper. The 
jailer and his family were hap- 
py, “believing in God with all his, 
house,” , 

There once came to my office 
in Dallas, Texas, a man from Fort 


tian. When he attended our Bible 
conference in Dallas, he told how 
he had come to Dallas to see a 
lost brother, and happily had led 
him to accept Christ. Now on this 
second trip, he told of the con- 
version of another brother. The 
second brother had been away out 
in California, and the Fort Worth 
man, Mr. Conner, began to pray 
for his soul. He asked his Sunday 
school class to pray. On Monday 
night they had a special prayer 
meeting, and prayed that God 
would save Mr. Conner’s brother. 
They prayed late and earnestly, 
and God seemed to hear. The next 
Wednesday morning, in California, 
the brother was strangely moved 
with a strong desire to see his 
loved ones back in Texas, and se 
he got in his car and began the 
trip. He came to Fort Worth. Now 
let Mr. Conner tell the story: 


“I got him in my car and we 
drove out on the Jacksboro high- 
way. I asked him why he cama 
back to Texas, and he told me he 
just suddenly became hungry to 
see his brothers. I told him how 
I had trusted the Lord, how our 
other brother had been saved, and 
how we had prayed for his soul 
Then I took the Bible and showed 
him how to be saved, and there in 
my car, he trusted Christ and we 
drove back to Fort Worth to- tell 
the rest of the family.” Mr. Con- 
ner’s face beamed with joy as he 
told us the story of his brother’s 
salvation. 

Brother, do the same thing to- 
day! Win your brother while you 
can. See him now if possible. If 
not, write him a letter. Begin to 
pray earnestly for his salvation. 

Two other worlds are concerned 
about sinners. “There is joy ‘in 
the presence of the angels of God 
over one sinner that repenteth, 
more than over ninety and nine 
just persons, which need no re- 
pentance.” Heaven longs to see 
the salvation of your brothers. 
Christ longs to save them. This is 
the thing nearest His heart. He 
came to seek and to save the lost. 

In Hell men are lifting their 
cries, begging that some one be 
sent to warn their brothers who 
live here unsaved. If in the eternal 
worlds of bliss and torment the 
principal concern is the salvation 
of sinners, surely you should win 
your brothers while you can. Do 
not depend on others; do your 
part today to win your own broth- 
ers, and the brothers of others 
who are pleading for them in Hell.
